Solicitor General Hill said that the court 
sould go on and complete the record notwith- 
itanding the motion for a new trial, and Judge 
Gober proceeded to do so. 


The Doctor Sentenced. 


“Gentlemen of the jury,” said he, “I have 
Ro fault to find with your verdict. The prisoner 
St the bar has had a fair trial, and you have 
rendered an intelligent verdict that the evi- 
dence adduced abundantly sustains.” 

Addressing the defendant, the judge said: 
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you be taken to the connty jail and confined 
there until turned over to the principal keeper 
of the penitentiary, where you shall be kept at 
hard labor for the term of six years.” 

Solicitor General Hill stated that the defen- 
dant’s bond was dead and a new one must be 
made. The court instructed the sheriff to 
hold the defeadant until a new bond of $5,000 
was accepted. 

As both Judge Gober and Solicitor General 
Hill will leave Atlanta this morning, it will 
be some time before the motion for a new trial 
can be heard. 
He Goes to Jail. 

Dr. Martin was taken to jail. 

He acted very quietly, speaking to fio one 
at all at the courthouse. 

To Deputy Sheriff Green he spoke a few 
ng that were inaudible to any one else at 

The trip to the jail was made on foot. Dr. 
Martin was carried there by Mr. Green and 
Deputy Jailer John Faith. The walk was 
made without any feature of interest. 

Behind them followed a large crowd of those 
who had attended the trial. They proceeded, 
attracted as people are on such occasions, 

At the jail they remained on the sidewalk 
while Dr. Martin was taken into the jaller’s 
Office, near the hall. 

He had been reticent up to this time. 

Some one at that moment asked him how he 
felt about the result of the case. 

“I feel as any one would who is innocent. I 
&m as innocent as a child,”’ he replied. 

After some consideration as to where to 
place the physician, they decided to put him 
for the present in the iron cage on the second 
floor. This is the securest cell in the building. 

Dr. Martin went to it willingly, chatting on 
extraneous matters in the meanwhile. 

A History of the Case. 

The first intimation the public had of Dr. 
Martin’s crime was on that day in May when 
the police department picnicked at Lithia 
Springs. 

On that day he was arrested. 

A few people of inquiring and catching 
minds knew of the trouble hanging over the 
doctor’s head before, but they were not at all 
communicative concerning it. 

The day before the picnic the first steps in 
the chapter of retribution were taken. 

Miss Brogan’s brothers began a shotgun 
search for Dr. Martin. 

Warm friends of the family ascertained that 
an ugly tragedy would be enacted if the young 
woman’s brothers found Martin and 
werked to quiet them. Finally 
the brothers were induced to give up their 
arms and search for Martin, receiving therefor 
wu guarantee that ‘Martin should be arrested 
and prosecuted to the fullest extent of the law. 

To these promises Dr. Martin today owes 
his life. 

For without the promises the wronged girl’s 
brothers would most certainly have killed him. 

It was late in the evening when the con- 
tract between the brothers and their friends 
was made, and it was not until the next 
morning that the matter was reported to the 
police department. Then when detailed 
officers went for Dr. Morlin he could not 
be found. The city was searched for him, and 
an impression was created that he, learning 
of his contemplated arrest, had skipped. 
Later in the day, however, it was ascertained 
that he had gone with the police 
to the pienic. Chief Connolly at 
once telegraphed Captain Manly, who was at 
the picnic, and Dr. Martin was arrested. Hoe 
was sent home under guard, and that night 
was released on a two-thousand-dollar bond. 

Dr. Martin then loudly proclaimed his inno- 
cence. 

When the grand jury met Dr. Martin was 
indicted and again gave bond, 

Dr. Martin had long been ward physician, 
and the grave charge against him induced the 
general council to order an investigation. <A 
special committee was appointed, and an in- 
vestigation made. The committee 
found enough in the charges to 
cause them to recommend a case of 
“hands off’’ simply because the doctor’s time 
was nearly out. 

But in July he was again brought out as a 
candidate by the council caucus as its nominee 
and was again elected.

Dr. Martin isa native Georgian. He was 
born near Rome about fifty years ago, and 
went through the warin the confederate army. 
After the war he came to Atlanta, and soon 
became a well-known physician. Several 
years ago he married Miss Kate Harville, and 
today has an interesting family. He was 
for a long time surgeon of the Richmond and 
Danville road, and never before has he had 
any trouble.

The Proceeding at the Tombs Police Court.. 
The Broken Broker ts Put Under Bond 
to Await the Grand Jury, 


New Yorx, Angust 14.—Abraham Backer, 
atone time a millionaire and noted broker, 
whose failure for $4,000,000 a few weeks ago. 
set Wall street in a flutter, after a brief ex- 
aminationin the Tombs police court today, was 
held to await the action of the grand jury on 
the charge of grand larceny. The charge is 
brought by Judge William Harden, of the city 
court of Savannah, Ga., who came all the way 
to this city to institute his suit. Justice: 
O’Reilley fixed bail for Backer at $15,000. 
Frank Rothschild, merchant of 309 Canal 
street, became security for Backer’s appear- 
ance before the grand jury. Judge Harden 
adjourned his court in Savannah so as to be 
present at the examination. 

Mr. Dyett, of the firm of Townsend, Dyett 
& Einstein, counsellors for Backer, conducted 
the cross-examination of Judge Harden. 
story was substantially the same as set forth in 
the affidavit upon which Backer’s arrest was 
made. 

Judge Harden’s story was that on March 14, 
1891, he delivered to Backer\his promissory 
note for $10,000, which Backer was to get dis“ 
counted and deliver the proceeds to him. | 
Backer, as a condition of the negotiations, re- 
quired that Harden should deposit with him | 
collateral security for the payment of the debt | 
at maturity. Negotiation of this loan was® 
made through Mobr Bros., of Savannah. : 

A number of letters were then eg een 
which were written by Backer to Mohr Bros., ; 
arranging for discounting of notes, Thejudge. 
said that he deposited securities of the Central . 
Railroad and Banking Company of Georgia,,; 
amounting to ninety shares of stock: of the. 
Savannah Gaslight Company, with Backer, * 
upon the agreement that the securitied be held : 
for the payment of the debt represented by the , 
note, and that the collateral should accom-- 
pany the note and be returned to him upon 
the payment of the note. Two renewals qf 
the note were made, and negotiations 
were pending for a  =fturther Tre 
newal, when Backer & Oo, assigned 
for the alleged benetit of his creditors. When 
Judge Harden learned of the failure he wrote 
to James Sullivan, Backer’s confidential clerk. 
He learned from him and also from the Mer- 
chants’ National bank and the National Park 
bank that Backer did not use the Central rail- 
road debentures, nor the stock of the Savan- 
nah Gaslight Company to secure the discount 
of the note or renewals ofit. He did learn, 
though, that Backer had secured renewals of | 
his note from the banks without depositing 
the collaterals. 

These collaterals, when Backer assigned 
were transferred tothe Merchants’ Nation 
bank upon the loan gotten by Backer for his 
own use and benefit. 

Judge Harden said he called on Backer at 
his office last Wednesday to inquire about his 
securities, not willing to believe that Backer 
would hypothecate them. He then learned 

m 

‘'T asked him how long ago, and he referred 
me te Sullivan, and there I learned for a cer- 
tainty, that they had been hypothecated.”’ 

Daniel Sullivan, Backer's confidential clerk, 
was placed on the stand, and swore t the, 
first record he had that the collateral had been 
hypothecated was July 18, 1891. There was 
no record to show that they were 
ever taken out. He said that Backer 
never used collaterals as securities in 
discounting the note. 

Lawyer Dyett moved for dismissal on the 
ground that no larceny had been proved. The 
theory was, he said, that Backer had, by false 
and fraudulent representations, taken a note 
to be discounted and appropriated to his own 
use the proceeds. The lawyer cited a number 
of cases in substantiation of Backer’s position. 
The matter was between Harden and Backer. 
The latter was pledged and by rehypothecat- 
ing the collaterals did not commit larceny. 

“It is the Common practice on Wall street,”’ 
said the attorney. ‘‘There was no evidence to 
show that he desired to get the note discounted. 
Backer,’’ he continued, ‘‘wrote to Mohr 
Bros., who wrote him a reply regarding the 
discounting of Harden’s note, that he person- 
ally would make the loan providing Harden 
would give him his plain note. Backer,”’ he 
said, ‘never intended to steal the securities. 
At the time such a thing as failure never en- 
tered his mind.’”’ 

Afterafew remarks by Judge Harden’s 
counsel the case was closed and Backer was 
held in $15,000, which was furnished, to await 
the order of the‘grand jury. 


WHERE IS MUNGER & CO? 


That Is What Creditors of the Firm Wduld 
Like to Know. 

New York, August 14.—The creditors of 
Thomas, Munger & Co., investment brokers 
at 173 Broadway, who managed the American 
Trust Company at Fort Worth, Tex., are 
looking in vain to find the men. Those who 
have called at the New York office have been 
unable to gain any definite information. Dis- 
patches were received in this city yesterday 
from Fort Worth inquiring whether Munger 
is in New York. 

Both Munger and Thomas looked princi- 
pally after the Texas end of the business, 
while A. L, Eastman managed the New 
York end. The American Trust Company 
began to liquidate its business several months 
ago, and about three weeks since the sheriff 
received three attachments aggregating 
$15,000 against the company, but found noth- 
ing here to levy on.

He reports that the 
accounts of the earthquake have been greatly 
exaggerated: No houses were destroyed, and 
he failed to find the place where the Colorado 
river was reported to be pouring into a fissure 
in the earth. There wag notidal wave in the 
Gulf of California, and the shock was hardly 
felt there. 

The statement that the hills disappeared is 
explained by: the fact that a portion of a sand 
bluff 100 feet high, iell into the river. The 
correspondent also invéstigated the alleged 
disappearanée of the river on the day of the 
earthquake. He found that opposite Lerdo 
is a large island. Until a month ago, the river 
flowed in the east channel nearest to Lerdo. 
Then it began to change into the west channel. 
The cause was a gradual eating away at the 
sand bluff on the main land which fell into 
the east channel and blocked it up. This was 
noticed three weeks before the earthquake.

DR BAKER GUILTY 


AND WILL GO TO THE GALLOWS FOR 
Is CRIME. 


END OF THE GREAT TRIAL AT ABINGDON. 


The Jury Returns a Verdict of Gullty of Mar- 
der ig the First Degree—History of the 
Crime—The Closing Scenes. 


Bristort, Tenn., August 14.—[Special.}— 
At 9 o’clock this morning the jury of twelve 
men, to whom was committed the charge in- 
volving the life of Dr. John A. P. Baker, re- 
turned a verdict of guilty and placed the 
hangman’s noose about the neck of this man, 
whose crimeis the most appalling in the his- 
tory of criminal events in our country. 

AN UNPARALLELED CRIME. 

The history of the crime eclipses any of the 
tales and romances of the dark ages. 

On the 19th day of December, 1878, Wynd- 
ham Gilmer, a weathy farmerof Washington 
county, wedded Margurette Cecil, one of the 
fairest of the many fair women of Pulaski 
county, and brought her to his happy home. 
She was a woman of the most fascinating ways, 
being at the time of the marriage twenty years 
of age; of tall form and faaltless figure; beau- 
tiful and bewitching, and interesting toan un- 
usual degree. She was accomplished, having 
been educated at one of the best schools in

He sat down 
and whispered to bis counsel. Afterward his 
countenance appeared flushed and engorged, 
but soon assumed its usual appearance. 

MOTION FOR A NEW TRIAL. 

Counsel for the defense moved that the 
court set aside the verdict for fourteen reasons, 
which were all overruled, and court adjourned 
till 9 o’clock a. m. tomorrow, to allow the de. 
fense to prepare an affidavit on which to base 
a motion in arrest of judgment.

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3 oun RRSEREIeeeneeanil wy 
Lorenzo Osbern on Trial for the Murder of 
Frank Tuggic. 
- Covineron, Ga., August 14—[Special.}— 
The preliminary trial of Lorenzo Osborn oc- 
curred today before Mr. J. P. Harris. 

Heis charged with being principal in the 
second degree in the murder of Frank Tuggle, 
who was shot and killed last Sunday afternoon 
by Joe Osborn, a brother of Lorenzo Osborn’s. 

The state was represented by Mr. Capers 
Dickson, and Messrs. J. F. Rogers and E. F. 
Edwards represented the defendant. Only 
one witness was introduced, to-wit: Charley 
Bradley, and his testimony was substantially 
as follows: 

“Frank Tuggle was killed by Joe Osborn 
last Sunday about half-past 12 o’clock, 
near Newton factory,in Newton county. I 
was present when Joe shot Frank. Lorenzo 
Osborn, commonly called Bud Osborn, got 
Frank Tuggle’s hat at a party the Friday 
night before the shooting, and left his hat in 
its place. Some one told Frank who had his 
hat, and he and I went to Mrs. Os ’s on 
last Spturday to see about getting the hat. 
Neither Bud Osborn nor his brother was at 
home. On Sunday morning Frank and I started 
to Sunday school, and on the — saw Bud 
Osborn. Frank asked Bud about his hat, and 
Bud told him that Joe had it, and that he 
could get it when he brought his (Bud’s) hat 
home. Frank said he would go and see Joe 
about the hat. Wethen went down to Mr. 
Bates’s house, where Joe was, and Bud asked 
Joe if he thought that he ought to give Frank 
his hat before he got his own hat. Joe said 
no. Frank then turned around and rode off, 
stating that he could not take his hat away 
from Bud, and did not intend to try, but 
would send the bailiff after it. Bud then 
told him that he might as_ well 
say that he had stolen his hat. Frank replied 
that he had just as good as stolen his hat, as he 
took it whilst he was asleep. Bud thencalled 
him ad—n liar. Frank said to him that he 
could not leave home and say that. Frank 
and I then rode off up the road, and Bud told 
us to wait, and he and Joe went into the 
house. We rode up the road about one 
hundred and fifty yards and stopped. About 
that time Bud and Joe came out of 
the house, Bud having a Win- 
chester rifle and Joe having a _ pistol. 
They advanced about forty or fifty yards to- 
ward us. Joe told us to get away from there. 
Frank struck his mule a lick and we started 
off inalope. Ashe started off Frank told 
them that he would have a warrant issued for 
them for following us with a gun. Joe then 
took the gun out of Bud’s hands. I don’t 
know whether he twisted it out of Bud's hands 
or whether Bud gaveittohim. I heard Bud 
say to him: ‘Let me have one of them,’ 
meaning the gun or the pistol. 
When Joe got the gun he 
began to shoot at us. We were riding off ina 
lope at the time. The second or third shot 
fired by Joe was the onethat killed Frank. 
I heard it hit him, and immediately after- 
ward he pulled out his pistol and fired once. 
He tried to tire again, but was So near dead 
that he could not, and handed me 
the pistol and I fired once. He was 
struck in the back and the ball passed through 
his body and came out below his left nipple. 
Joe Osborn fired one other shot, 
making four in all. Frank 
died in a few moments from the effect of the 
wound. He wasriding away from Bud and 
Joe Osborn in a lope when he was shot, and 
did not draw his pistol or fire until Joe had 
= three times, and he (Frank) had been 
shot.’ 

The defendant introduced no testimony and 
after hearing argument in the case Judge Har- 
ris committed the accused to jail to answer to 
the offense of being principal in the second 
degree in the murder of Frank Tuggle. 


HE IS NOT DEAD 


But Is on Trial for Shooting at a Police- 
man. 

GRIFFIN, Ga., August 14.—[Special.]—The 
Spalding superior court, which has been in 
session since Monday, the 3d instant, has 
reached the criminal docket. The only case 
of importance is that of the state against 
Brown Speer for assault with intent to murder. 

On the 12th of last November, Officer J. M. 
Gossett, of the police force, arrested Speer and 
lodged him in the station houseffor being 
drunk on the streets. This happened in the 
morning and Gossett went off duty at 12 
o’clock, before Speer was sober enough to be 
turned out. The force coming on at 12 
o’clock turned him out some time during 
the afternoon, when in company 
with his father-in-law, Mr. Wright, Speer 
went to Gossett’s house, and asked to see him. 
Gossett’s son, not knowing of any trouble, 
awoke his father, telling him that two gentile- 
men were at the gate to see him. Without 
suspecting anything, Mr. Gossett put on his 
pants and shoes and went to,the door. Seeing it 
was Speer he invited himin, but Speer refused, 
and told Gossett to come out to the gate he 
wished tosee him. Mr. {Gossett walked out, 
and when within eight or ten feet of the gate, 
Speer said: ‘‘Why did you treat me as you 
did this morning?’’ To which Mr. Gossett re- 
"ss “If I treated you wrong, I did not 

now it, and did not intend it.”’ 

Speer said: ‘Yes you did, andI am going 
to kill you for it, too,’’ drawing a pistol as 
Le spoke. 

As Speer fired Gossett turned his side to him 
and received the shot in his left hip. Before 
Speer could fire the second time Gossett grap- 
pled with him, getting a partial hoid of the pis- 
tol. This second shot took effect in Gossett’s 
left hand and shoulder, shattering the bone in 
his hand. They scuftied for some time, each 
trying to get possession of the pistol, until as- 
sistance reached Mr. Gossett, when Speer was 
disarmed, brought to the city and jailed. 

Subsequently Mr. Speer was released on 
bond, his trial being set down for the February 
term of court, but when the case was called 
Mr. Speer was absent, his bond forfeited and 
payment demanded of his sureties. 

Some time after this occurrence THz Con- 
STITUTION contained a special to the effect 
that Mr. Brown Speer had diedinthe lower 
part of the state. About the time this notice 
appeared, a letter was received announcing the 
sad(?) intelligence. But the police received 
different information, and on 30th of May Mr. 
Speer was brought back to Spalding, having 
been arrested at Americus. 

And now the man who tried to kill Officer 
Gossett, escaped trial and afterwards died(?) 
. now on trial, a lively corpse several months 
of age.

TO INDIGNATION. 


They Propose to Enjointhe Fair if It Is At 
tempted to Be Held Elsewhere—A 


Story About Livingston. 
Pag 

Macon, Ga., August 14.—{Special.]}—The 
all-important question now is what will the 
city of Macon do about the refusal of. the 
State Agricultural Society to hold a fair in 
Macon this year. 

Tue ConstiTuTIon had a talk with 
Price this morning but he was very reticent 
and evidently didn’t care to show his hand 
until he played it. 

He said he had not been notified as yet of 
such an intention on the part 
of the society. He said he proposed 
going ahead with the city’s part of the arrange- 
ments for the fair. 

Mr. Price said: “I can’t see how a contract 
entered into by a party of gentlemen and 
business men can fail to be carried out as long 
as there’s a chance to do it. I suppose the 
agricultural society will carry out its contract 
with Macon.”’ 

‘‘But suppose it does not?” Taz Constirv- 
TION asked. 

‘*Then it must abide by the consequences,”’ 
replied the mayor. 

‘‘And what will be the consequences,” was 
asked. ‘ 

“That I can’t say,’? said Mayor Price. “I 
have said all Ican at present. It is not yet 
the time to-do or talk. Wecan only wait and 
see what the society proposes doing.” 

“Why didn’t you go to others?” he was 
asked. 

‘Because it was useless. I wired the society 
that Macon expected the fair held in Macon 
for sixteen more years yet, and that the city 
stood ready to fulfill every part of its contract. 
That if differences existed the city was willing 
to abide by any fair and reasonable adjust- 
mentof them. Icould have said no more 
had I gone to Athens to do it.”’ 

“If the city chooses to sue the society for 
damages, how can they be estimated?” asked 
THE CONSTITUTION. 

“That I wouldn’t tell if I could. If you 
wanted tosue a man you wouldn’t tell him 
how you were going to doit, would you?”’ the 
mayor answered. ‘Just let everything rest 
awhile. I don’t suppose the society will hold 
the fair elsewhere—if they don’t hold itin 
Macon.” 

The mayor woul@have little to say on the 
matter and would give no idea of what pro 
ceedings he would institute. Itis the general 
idea, however, that should the society attempt 
to hold the fair elsewhere it would be enjoined 
and, if they refused to hold it in Macon as 
called for in their contract with the city, a 
damage suit will be the result. 

It is probable that a committee from the 
society will wait on the mayor and council 
this week and notify them of the action of the 
Athens convention. 

THEY LAY IT ON LIVINGSTON. 

An attempt was also made to learn 
today the feeling among the members of the 
society concerning the action of the executive 
committee. It saw several prominent mem- 
bers who were returning home from Athens, 
expressed great dissatisfaction. ~ One 
of them expressed himself concerning the 
society by saying, ‘‘I wouldn’t givea chawof 
terbacker for the whole caboose.”” He said, 
‘the society is dead, and its slayer is Lon Liv- 
ingston.”’ 

When asked why he attributed this work to 
Livingston, he replied that it had been Liv- 
ington’s avowed purpose for along time to 
defeat the agricultural society; he was 
angered atthe refusal of the society, led by 
Northen, to co-operate with the alliance. rq 

BIDS FOR THE FAIR. 

This member says that the society has now 
in its possession two bids from Augusta and 
Atlanta for the state fair, and that Atlanta’s 
bid is favorably considered by the local 
officials. 

It is not clear just how Macon looks upon 
the loss of the state fair.

The boot and shoe manufacture does fairly well 
for the season. 

An improvement in ironis felt at Philadelphia 
as to better grades, but No. 2 foundry has been 
offered here at $15 for cash, and southern gray 
forge is selling at $9.75. Bar iron is dull, but the 
demand equals the supply in plate andj structural 
iron, and prospects are considered good. In rails 
nothing is doing, and sales in July for the whole 
country were but 52,000 tons against actual ship- 
ments of 130,000 tons. 

THE MONEY MARKET. 

The money market here continues easy on call, 
and commercial paper is rather more saleable 
here andin other eastern cities, but there is still a 
vague sense of uneasiness. The treasury has taken 
in $1,800,000 more than it has paid out, but reports 
indicate that the government will probably have 
to disburse $25,000,000 or more about September 
ist for 44% per cent bonds which the holders do not 
offer for extension. : 

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 

Foreign trade continues to improve, for while 
imports decline largely, the exports for two weeks 
of August have exceeded by nearly 19 per cent 
of the corresponding week last year. In the main 
interior money markets are in fairly good condi- 
tion excepting at the south and at Philadelphia. 
Confidence is gaining at Boston,and rates are easy. 
At Chicago money is in healthy demand with the 
supplyjsufficient tor legitimate trade,and St. Louis 
rates are 7 to8 per cent,with no money going into 
speculation except in grain. If Europe is able to 
send c sh for al! the food it will require this year 
itis probable that this country will not lack 
money long.

The Confession of Contractor Armstrong 
at Ottawa. 

Orrawa, August 14.—The senate railway 
committee met tonight, and startling evidence 
was brought forth in connection with the Bail 
des Chaleurs railway scandal. Contractor C. 
N. Armstrong, who had previously refused to 
answer certain questions, made a clean breast 
of it. He said that when the effort to reor- 
ganize the company failed, he set about or- 

anizing anew syndicate, as he had heavy 
manees ‘equines the road. In New York 
he hel a lengthy conference with Premier 
Mercier and other membersof the Quebec 
provincial government. In order to complete 
the deal he had got Ernest Pacaud, editor of 
The Lelecteur, the Quebec government organ, 
to act as agent between himself and the 
Quebec government.

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4 WELL-KNOWN ATLANTA LAWYER 
SERIOUSLY CUT. 


Mr. D. BR. Keith the Victim—John Burns 
Sticks His Knife Into Mim Six Times. 
The Injuries Not Fatal 


Mr. D. R. Keith, a well-known member of 
the Atlanta bar, was badly cut Jast night. 

The cutting was done by a negro named 
John Burns. 

The negro wat arrested by Patrolmen Har- 
ris and Walton, and is now locked up at the 
station house charged with assault with intent 
to murder. 

The cutting occurred on Johnson street just 
before 12 o’clock. 

Patrolmen Walton and Harris were on Ma- 
rietta street, several blocks from where the 
cutting occurred. They saw two men coming 
towards them, one just behind the other, and 
the two apparently trying to scuffle every few 
yards. 

Going to the men they found Mr. Keith 
bleeding from several wounds, and the negro 
with an open knife in his hand. 

The two were at once carried to the station 
house. Keith was bleeding profusely, and by 
the time the station house was reached was al- 
most too weak to stand. . 

The negro acted as if drunk, but the officers 
Say it was a sham, put on after the station 
a was reached. He also pretended to be 

1urt. 

As usual, there are two distinct sides—the 
negro’s and the man attacked. 

The negro’s story is that he found Mr. 
Keith in his house with his wife. He states 
thathe had been off, and returning home 
knocked. at the door to awaken his 
wife. Somebody called, ‘‘who’s there?” and 
hearing a man’s voice, he broke open the 
door. 

Seeing a man in the room he grappled with 
him, and fought him. That’s about the extent 
of what he says, and he tells it in a wandering 
Way. 

Mr. Keith’s story is that he was walking 
along a dark part of Johnson street, when 
without a moment’s warning a negro jumped 
upon him and began cutting him. 

“I defended myself as best I could,” says 
he, ‘“‘but I had no weapon and could do little. 
Ifelthimcutme. The first cut I tried to 
to ward off, and received it on my arm. He 
then cut me on the shoulder. 

“I broke away and tried to run. He ran 
after me and cut me again. I did the best I 
could, and got away again. He kept follow- 
ing me until we reached the officers. 

‘I never saw the negro before, and have no 
idea why he made the attack unless he 
though I was somebody else."’ 

Mr. Keith is a well-known young lawyer of 
Atlanta, and has a great many friends. 

He was given as comfortable a place as possi- 
ble at the station house, and medical attend- 
ance was at once summoned. Dr. Van Goidt- 
suoven and Avary arrived by 1 o’clock, and 
made an examination. 

Six ugly stabs were found—one in the left 
arm, one in the side and four in the back. The 
injuries were pronounced serious, but none of 
the stabs were deep enough to be dangerous. 

Mr. Keith’s family is in Meriwether county 
at present, and alter the wounds were dressed 
he was carried to a friend’s room.

Mr. Cleveland in New York. 
We referred yesterday to the suggestion of 
~The-New York World (following one that 
appeared in THE ConsTITUTION) that the 
appropriate thing for Mr. Cleveland to do is 
to become a candidate for the democratic 
nomination for governor of New York state. 

The World advances the reasons that THE 
CONSTITUTION advanced, and urges them 
with the emphasis which their importance 
demands. It is understood that Mr. Cleve- 
land is a candidate for the democratic presi- 
dential nomination this year. His recent 
letter on the silver question, which is an em- 
phatic and unreserved endorsement of re- 
publican legislation demonetizing silver, has 
led a great many people to suppose that he 
would not be a candidate, and that he took 
this method of practically withdrawing from 
a party which desires the repeal of the act 
of demonetization, Yet his friends and in- 
timates, in the face of his letter, continue 
to urge his claims, and there can scarcely be 
a doubt that he is really a candidate. 

This being the case, it is essential to the 
harmony of the party that the contest 
which is to be made between the Cleveland 
and anti-Cleveland forces in New York state 
should be brought to a culmination before 
the more important contest which opens 
next year. In the case of Mr. Cleveland, 
there seems to be a good deal of opposition 
to him in his own state. Ofthe strength or 
importance of this opposition we have no 
means of judging, but it seemsto be strong 
enough and important enough to threaten 
the harmony of the party if it is carried over 
to the presidential year. 

Of one thing Mr. Cleveland and his 
friends may rest assured—he cannot get the 
democratic nomination unless he goes to the 
national convention with a solid New York 
delegation in his favor. He may not be able 
to get it even then; but without the solid 
and substantial support of the New York 
delegation his name will scarcely be heard 
in the convention. He can settle all doubts 
by becoming a candidate for governor of 
New York. If he can secure the nomina- 
tion for governor and carry the state this 
year it is certain that he can secure the solid 
support of the New York delegation next 

ear. 

The friends of Mr. Cleveland declare that 
he can easily carry New York: his oppo- 
nents stoutly claim that he cannot. Thus 
the matter stands. As The New York 
World says, ‘‘it is of the utmost conse- 
quence that the question shall be subjected 
to a crucial test before the time comes for 
the selection of national candidates. If,” 
to quote still further from our esteemed con- 
temporary, ‘‘he cannot carry the state it is 
in an extreme degree desirable that the fact 
shall be made clear in time to save the party 
from making a disastrous blunder in 1892,”’ 

Moreover, if Mr, Cleveland proposes to 
test the matter this year, he has no time to 
lose. The fight is already on, and if his 
friends really desire that he should be the 
national candidate of the democratic party 
in 1892 they should begin to shake the 
bushes in his behalf. 


Why Not Tax Poverty? 

The republican idea is not expressed ex- 
actly in these words, but it crops out in the 
discussion of the tariff and the proposed in- 
come tax. 

Why not tax poverty? 

This question is uppermost in the mind of 
every bloated republican plutocrat and mo- 
nopolist. From the days of Hamilton down 
to the present time it has been the repub- 
- lican theory that the wealth of the country 

should be in the hands of the privileged 
classes, and that the masses should bear all 
the burdens, and be so steeped in poverty as 
to make them helpless and hopeless, and 
unable to make themselves heard in the 
government. 

Ingalls isin sympathy with this repub- 
lican idea, notwithstanding his efforts to 
trim around it.

But would the world be better off if fifty millions 
now concentrated in the hands of a Vanderbilt or 
a Gould, and by him constantly loaned to or em- 
ployed in a multitude of works,had been scattered 
among hundreds, some of whom would have dis 
sipated it iu vice, others wasted it in extrava- 
gant display, and others sunk it in foolish and 
ruinous schemes involving disaster and suffering 
to thousands? Is it at all clear that money would 

be better intrusted to the men who have not the 


pense to make it, or is the old rule stil] ood, “ 
tools to him who can handle them?” ? ~ 


The Tribune evidently believes with Mr. 
Ingalls that the poor are a brainless class 
and that it would be unsafe to trust them 
with much money. It thinks that our 
preachers, writers, the majority of our law- 
yers and business men, and nearly all of our 
farmers and wage workers are so defective 
mentally and morally that prosperity 
would tempt them into dissipation and ex- 
travagance. 

Every piece of republican legislation is 

bs propoged in order to allow a few 
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masses, The robber tariff law is'so framed 
that the common necessities of life largely 
consumed by the poor pay most of the tax, 
while the finer grades of goods purchased by 
the rich have scarcely advanced at all. 

A free ballot for the classes, and the bay- 
onet for the masses! 

This is the republican scheme of practical 
politics, 

And it runs through every republican 
statute. Even in our banking system the 


national banks are so restricted that they 
benefit only the privileged classes and shut 
out the masses. 

It is the same way, not only with the tariff, 
but with taxation in general. Now, that an 
income tax has been suggested, the organs 
of republican plutocracy are fighting it vigor- 
ously. The St. Louis Globe-Democrat says 
that it is impracticable because wealthy men 
owning large amounts of personal property 
would shirk it by making false returns. It 
never seems to occur to our esteemed con- 
temporary that after a few millionaires had 
been sent to the penitentiary for perjury the 
others would be reasonably honest in making 
their returns, 

Doubtless The Globe-Democrat, and all 
the republican organs, if they spoke their 
real sentiments, would say something like 
this: ‘‘Why not tax poverty? Wealth is 
something superfine and powerful. It wears 
purple and fine linen, and is a thing of 
beauty. Why should it bear the burdens 
that oppress common mortals? - Wealth rep- 
resents brains and power and should enjoy 
special privileges. Tax poverty—tax the 
masses, so that they will be compelled to toil 
all day long without a moment’s leisure to 
think or plan or organize for protection. 
Let the rich alone—they are born to rule; 
tax the poor until they become like the 
peons of Mexico, veritable serfs, sold with 
the land they dig; tax them into deeper pov- 
erty until their last acre is swallowed up by 
the plutocrats; tax and prod them with the 
bayonet until they become a race of spirit- 
less slaves!’’ 

This in plain English, is the idea of the 
republican leaders. How do the masses like 
it, and what are they going todo about it? 


The Stay Law Smashed. 

The proposed stay law is the deadest 
thing that was ever seen in Georgia. 

When the matter was first mentioned 
we took occasion to say that it would 
never obtain a foothold in the legisla- 
ture. 

The alliance members of the legisla- 
ture showed the patriotism and judg- 
ment that we have always credited them 
with.. They held a meeting and adopted 
a resolution characterizing the measure as 
violative of the constitution and against 
the best interests of the people of Georgia. 

Yesterday the house adopted Mr. Ber- 
ner’s resolution unanimously. The reso- 
lution declared it to be the sense of the 
house that the passage of a stay law 
would be unwise and detrimental to the 
best interests of Georgia. 

This is the end of it. The ill-advised 


} scheme never had any friends in the 


legislature, and it was introduced by a 
representative simply because some of his 
constituents had requested it. 


Still Hot. 

The editor of The Madisonian has had a 
conversation on the cars with Mr. Thomas 
E. Watson, the main points of which he 
prints in his excellent newspaper. In this 
conversation Mr. Watson is reported as 
making another allusion to the great mys- 
tery which causes THE CONSTITUTION to 
‘*‘oppose’’ him and to be ‘‘angry’’ with him, 

In his conversation Mr. Watson said he 
could give ‘‘good and sufficient reasons’’ 
why THE CONSTITUTION is ‘‘opposed’’ to 
him, ‘*This he did,’’ says the editor of The 
Madisonian, ‘‘not for publication, however.’’ 
Now, why all this mystery? Why cannot 
Mr. Watson make his ‘*‘good and sufficient 
reasons” public?

*Virginia’s State Debt. 


When the federal government took advan- 
tage of the war to slice off a large section of 
the territory of Virginia and permit it to 
become a separate state, the status of Vir- 
ginia’s public debt naturally became a vexed 
question. 

Why should West Virginia have her share 
of the debt wiped out by this high-handed 
outrage? 

This is what bothers the Virginians, and 
they have resisted the efforts of the foreign 
bondholders to make them liable for the full 
amount of the debt with the interest thereon. 
Time and again suggestions have been made 
of a compromise, but the parties have failed 
to agree. 

The Richmond Dispatch now talks about 
the matter in a very independent way. It says 
that the people of Virginia are not as hostile 
to repudiation as a good many persons think 
they ought to be. They fear neither the 
name nor the fact of repudiation. They 
understand the situation and are deter- 
mined not to be bulldozed into paying more 
than their just proportion of the debt, and 
they do not care what outsiders say about it. 
They do not believe that their refusal to set- 
tle the debt has hurt them. In fact, they 
think that if they had paid out in the past 
twenty years the $35,000,000 ~ interest 
claimed by the foreign bondholders, it would 
have made the state bankrupt. The Lon- 
don council of bondholders may talk as 
much as it pleases about the injury sus- 
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hat their refusal to send millions of dollars 
every year to Europe has made them any 


poorer. ‘ 

The Dispatch then proceeds to explain | 
Virginia’s depression. It says that it is the 
presence of so many negroes. If they could | 
be removed from the state and as many 
whites put in their places, the common- 
wealth would'soon blossom as the rose. , 

Virginia certainly has the sympathy of 
her southern sisters in her troubles, and 
they will hail her deliverance with joy. It 
is a desperate case requiring a heroic 
remedy. 


France and the Farmers. 

Recent advices from France state that M. 
Constans, minister of the interior, has de- 
cided to bring forward a measure for the 
financial relief of the agricultural land own- 
ers. 

The details of this measure have not been 
made public, but it will authorize the for- 
mation of farmers’ loan societies whose pa- 
per will be discounted by the Bank of France. 
The societies will be analogous to our Joan 
and building associations, but their resources 
will be augmented by the government, 
The idea is that the French farmers cannot 
afford to pay 5 per cent interest as men en- 
gaged in trade and manufactures do, be- 
cause the nature of their occupation makes 
it impossible for them to pay more than 2 or 
8 per cent. 

In coming to the aid of the farmers the 
government has before ita German exam- 
ple. In Germany there are banks that loan 
on realestate at a moderate interest, and 
there are also 2,160 loan associations of 
which farmers as well as mechanics and 
sniall tradesmen avail themselves. 

The scheme proposed by M. Constans 
will doubtless be strongly opposed by politi- 
cal economists, but it will rally the masses 
to the support of the government. 

It shows, too, that the farmers wield a 
powerful influence in France.

The wonder wears off, 
and tomorrow this sheet in which a vision was let 
down to me from heaven shall be the wrappage to 
a bar of soapor the platter for a beggar’s broken 
victuals.” 


A CHICAGO newspaper recalls the fact, which 
many of us had forgotten, that Pius 1X, in 1863, 
practically recognized the southern confederacy 
in aletterto Jefferson Davis. An English trans- 
lation of this message from the vatican may be 
seen in Appleton’s annual encyclopedia for 1863, 
page 820. The pope complimented the “‘illus- 
trious and honorable president” (Davis) and his 
people for being animated with “desires of peace 
and tranquility,” and breathed the prayer that

potentate who formally recognized your official 
position ana accorded to one of the diplomatic 
representatives of the confederate states an 
audience inan established court palace like that 
of St. James and the Tuileries.”

It seems like nothing is going to be safe to put 
our little hard-earned savings in. When we es- 
cape from the greedy bondholders it seems like 
some people in the legislature, because it is popu- 
lar to speak against railroads, don’t care 
whose property they destroy, or who they hurt, 
if they can only make themselves prominent as 
so-called defenders of the people’s rights. This 
cannot last always, and there will be a day of 
reckoning, when the millions the ple have 
put up to bui railroads upon the faith that 
the state evould have a decent regard for 
their interests, placed in danger by threat- 
eued hostile legislation, w 8 them 
to protect their property by 
from power the men who propose to build their 
political fortunes upon the wreck and ruin of 
their property.

After the solemn sacrifice of the mass was 
over, and when the last prayers had been pro- 
nounced, Rey. Father Schadewell, with great 
feeling, spoke of the virtues of the deceased. 
She wasa woman with whom duty wasa 
pleasure. The prayer against ‘9 sudden and 
unprovided death,” lost its terror if death was 
“provided.” Of Mrs. McKeon, the speaker 
said she had truly made every provision 
which the church, through her sacraments, 
offers. In life she remembered her Creator, 
taking care in her secular duties to impress 
Christian example upon those committed to 
her charge.

Dr. Chappell made a few remarks upon the 
importance of the bill, stating that it was 
almost a necessity that some action be taken 
in order that stock raisers might be protected 
from the effects of such diseases, and that such 
stock could not be killed unless it was paid for. 

Dr. Mattox, of Clinch, made a short speech 
in favor of the bill, saying that it would save 
money to the state instead of being a useless 
expenditure. 

The yeas and nays were called on the mo- 
motion to reconsider, the call was sustained, 
and the bill was restored to its place on the 
calendar by a vote of 69 to 51. 

Wants the Capitol Dry. 

Mr. Brodnax, of Walton, wants a law pre- 
venting the sale of liquor on the capitol 
grounds. His bill introduced yesterday is en- 
titled an act to prohibit such sale. 

Notonly onthe grounds does he want the 
sale stopped, but he wants to make Atlanta a 
prohibition town by preventing such sale 
within three miles of the capitol building. A 
violation of this law is made a misdemeanor, 
and is ‘punishable under section 4310 of the 
code. Italso provides that no liquors can 
be given toanother upon the capitol grounds 
or within that three-mile limit.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET.

NEW YORK, August 14.—The stock market hesi- 
tated for some time today, but gradually gathered 
strength while broadening out considerably. Grangers 
and Western stocks in general, however, monopolized 
all interest in the market. Union Pacific was still less 
prominent in dealings today, and being firmly held 
in the neighborhood of thirty-five cents, the inference 
is that its prominence for the time being and its ae- 
terrent effect upon speculation is over for the present. 
Louisville was the leader during most of the day, and 
while there was considerable buying of it to cover 
shorts, London was a seller and it;jwas heavy to weak 
at first, though later recovering somewhat. London 
selling in this stock may be more apparent than real, 
and the disposition in the street is to attribute its com- 
parative weakness to the marketing of a portion of the 

_pew stock, which is believed to be a rather difficult 
task to perform, 

Villard stocks today became prominent for strength, 
and the Northern Pacific preferred scored a handsome 
gain for the day, notwithstanding that the statement 
showed a loss in earnings. 

One explanation of the upward movement, however, 
is made on hypothesis that the company is buying 
stock with the proceeds of land sales. The opening

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, August 14.—This was another. wild and 
worrysome day in the wheat pit on the board of trade. 
Prices went up and down over a very wide range with- 
out any apparently sufficient cause, and both the bulls 
and bears were alternately on the gridiron, though the 
advocates of higher prices had the best of ‘the situa- 
tion and improved their opportunities to the extent of 
ultimately carrying the prices to a point 4% cents 
above the closing figures of yesterday, and the close 
was 4'4 cents higher. The buils long delayed the pre- 
diction of a dollar wheat, and was finally verified and 
they hailed a big, round figure with a mighty shout. 
This occurred close to the end ofthe session. The 
market was wildly unsettled at the opening, with the 
bull sentiment rampant. A nervous, apprehensive 
feeling pervaded the crowd; there were indefinite 
rumors of trouble brewing abroad, which might result 
in war, and cables brought news of strong and higher 
prices abroad with the domestic markets all nervous 
and unstrung. Local shorts were thoroughly falarmed 
and bought frantically. Under these conditions the 
opening was fairly wild, and December sold at 96% 
to 99 cents, all within two minutes from 
the first stroke of the opening bell against 
95% cents as the closing figures of yesterday. 
For a time the feeling was strong, but there came free 
selling against calls and liberal realizing on long wheat, 
and there was a lag in the market. Later the New 
York clique was thought to be selling. This stampeded 
the local bulls, and there was something of a race to 
see wM@ich party could unload first, and there was an 
irregular and nervous drop to 37ke.
